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ON  THE  COVER: 

THE  MYSTERY  OF  THE  CLASSIC  BARBER  RARITY 


With  only  24  originally  minted,  the  1894-s  dime  has  for  many  years  been  considered 
one  of  the  classic  rarities  in  American  Numismatics.  But  why  such  a tiny  mintage  for 
an  official  issue?  It  has  been  rumored  that  the  very  small  mintage  resulted  because  the 
Mint  needed  $2.40  to  balance  its  account  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Another  theory 
for  the  very  small  mintage  was  that  these  were  assay  coins.  However,  assay  coins  are 
destroyed  once  the  required  tests  have  been  performed.  Also,  all  were  apparently 
made  as  proofs  - quite  unusual  if  they  were  assay  coins  and  very  unusual  for  a branch 
mint. 

The  final  theory  for  the  mintage  of  this  rarity  surrounds  Superintendent  of  the  San 
Francisco  Mint  Daggett.  Mr.  Daggett  may  have  been  asked  by  a banker  friend  to  liave  a 
small  number  of  “special  coins”  minted  that  could  be  given  out  to  a small  circle  of 
close,  mutual  friends.  Twenty-four  were  struck  and  divided  equally,  amongst  a group 
of  eight,  with  Daggett  receiving  his  share  of  three.  He  turned  his  three  over  to  his 
daughter  Hallie  and  told  her  to  save  them  until  she  was  much  older.  Being  a child  at 
the  time,  she  immediately  spent  one  on  a dish  of  ice  cream.  She  sold  the  other  two 
many  years  later. 

Whatever  the  truth  behind  the  small  mintage,  the  fact  that  the  coin  was  listed  in  the 
Mint  Director’s  Report  makes  it  probably  the  lowest  official  mintage  of  any  U.S.  coin 
ever.  Every  time  it  comes  up  at  an  auction,  there  is  wide  publicity  and  excitement. 

This,  your  Publisher  feels,  is  a fitting  coin  to  represent  the  Society’s  first  Journal  for  a 
series  that,  in  itself,  offers  many  fascinating  stories.'

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WHY  A BARBER  COIN  COLLECTORS  SOCIETY?

PTve  years  ago,  I began  collecting  Barber  coins.  I started  with  dimes  and  halves  in  F- 
VF  because  one  can  actually  complete  a set  of  each  at  that  grade  level  and  not  have  to 
mortgage  their  house  to  do  so.

The  thrill  ot 
the  hunt  was  part  of  it,  but  another  was  how  it  helped  to  build  the  relationship  with 
my  son,  who  went  to  many  of  the  local  shows  with  me. 

I enjoyed  talking  with  most  dealers,  some  of  whom  I found  to  be  very  helpful.  But  after 
a while,  the  information  just  ran  out.  And,  frankly,  so  did  my  sources  for  many  of  the 
dates  I was  seeking.  I wanted  more  information  about  true  rarity  levels  of  certain 
dates,  and  I wanted  to  find  out  more  about  Barber  varieties,  many  of  which  sold  for  no 
preiniiiii)  whiitsoevcjr.  I also  wanted  to  ineol  more  fiollectors  who  had  the  same 
interests  in  Barbers  that  1 had.  Finally,  1 wanted  there  to  be  more  consistent  grading 
standards  for  Barbers. 


I knew  there  must  be  many  other  Barber  collectors  that  felt  the  same  way  I did.  so  I 
decided  it  was  time  to  do  something  about  it  and  form  a Barber  Club.  I was  overjoyed 
that  the  articles  in  Numismatic  News  and  Coin  World  brought  well  over  150  responses 
from  fellow  i;ollectors  who  wantial  to  support  a club.

BARBERS  - AN  OVERLOOKED  SERIES 
David  Lawrence 

When  you  think  about  it,  it  is  a wonder  that  the  three  Barber  series  haven’t  drawn 
much  attention  before.  Dating  as  they  do  between  the  readily  available  Mercury 
Dimes,  Standing  Quarters  or  Walking  Halves  and  the  Liberty  Seated  coinage,  they  have 
never  suffered  from  lack  of  interest.  Yet,  no  book  has  been  written  about  them  and  few 
dealers  make  an  effort  to  carry  a decent  stock  in  inventory. 

So,  it’s  not  surprising  that  few  collectors  or  dealers  know  much  about  the  three  Barber 
series.  Ask  your  local  dealer  about  such  varieties  as  repunched  mint  marks  (RPM’s)  or 
repunched  dates  (RPD’s)  or  which  are  the  underrated  dates,  and  you  will  likely  draw  a 
blank.  For  every  dealer  who  can  tell  you  about  the  various  mint  mark  positions  in  the 
early  Barber  Quarters,  there  is  another  w'ho  thinks  the  far  right  s in  the  1897-s  Quarter 
is  a “mint  error.’’ 
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True,  Barbers  lack  the  variation  of  the  Bust  Halves.  Die  cracks  and  die  clashes  are  not 
as  common  as  in  our  earlier  coinage  and  it  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  distinguish 
all  the  working  dies.  But  don’t  say  the  series  are  dull.  RPM’s  and  RPD’s  exist  in  all 
three  and  mint  mark  positions  can  be  distinguished  in  any  date.  Undoubtedly,  many 
varieties  have  yet  to  be  discovered. 

The  series  include  some  coins  that  are  very  tough  to  get.  Unless  you  have  a lot  of 
money  and  determination,  it  literally  takes  years  to  complete  any  of  the  three  series  in 
XF/AU  condition.  Even  then,  you  most  probably  have  to  be  willing  to  accept  coins 
that  have  been  at  least  somewhat  cleaned  or  have  a few  nicks  or  scratches.  A perfect 
set  of  originally  toned  (or  dirty),  trouble-free  coins  cannot  be  put  together  without 
extensive  help  from  one  or  several  national  dealers  — and  a lot  of  luck. 

At  present,  not  having  the  aid  of  a society  devoted  to  the  coinage,  we  are  pretty  much 
in  the  dark  when  it  comes  to  estimating  the  true  scarcity  of  many  Barbers.  For  one 
thing,  it  depends  on  the  grade  being  discussed.  Most  Barbers  are  tough  to  find  in 
intermediate  grades  from  F-k  to  VF+,  but  some  are  scarce  only  at  one  end  of  the 
spectrum.  For  example,  the  1894-p  Half  is  tough  to  find  in  G or  VG,  but  relatively 
speaking,  available  in  XF  or  AU.  The  1904-s  Half  is  readily  available  in  G or  VG,  but 
•ilmosi  impossible  to  find  in  grad<!s  above  fine. 

Another  quirk  exists  with  the  1898-s,  1899-s,  and  1900-s  coins  of  all  three  series. 

Much  of  the  San  Francisco  coinage  of  this  period  was  sent  to  the  Philippines  when  the 
U.S.  got  involved  with  that  country  in  1898.  In  recent  years,  hoards  of  XF  and  AU 
specimens  (generally  cleaned)  have  shown  up  on  the  West  Coast  and  these  three  dates 
are  among  the  most  common  high  grade  Barbers  in  the  Long  Beach,  California  shows. 
However,  mint  state  coins  of  these  dates  are  truly  scarce. 

The  recent  introduction  of  “slabs"  by  PCGS,  NGC  and  other  grading  services  offer  a lot 
of  promise  to  the  Barber  enthusiast.  Those  two  services  are  computerized  and  identify 
each  coin  they  encapsulate.  Every  month  they  issue  a “population  report"  by  date  and 
mint  state  grade.  While  still  early,  these  reports  provide  a direct  estimate  of  relative 
scarcity  in  mint  state.  There  have  already  been  a few  surprises.  It  remains  to  be  seen  if 
they  will  hold  up.  With  time,  most  mint  state  specimens  will  come  out  of  collections 
and  we  shall  know  exactly  which  Barbers  are  scarce  in  high  grade. 

This  is  an  exciting  time  to  be  interested  in  Barbers.  Though  we  have  seen  almost  200 
years  of  U.S.  coinage,  with  Barbers  we  are  starting  on  the  ground  floor. 


Dave  Lawrence  has  been  collecting  Barbers  since  1953.  In  1979,  he  began  a mail  order 
business  specializing  in  the  series.  His  first  in  a trilogy  of  Barber  works  dedicated 
exclusively  to  the  entire  Barber  series  is  due  out  later  this  year  and  will  cover  Barber 
Quarters.

Questions  for  the  first  issue  come  from  the  many  letters  received  in  response  to  the 
formation  of  the  Society. 


Q.  I have  4 Barber  coins  where  the  image  of  Liberty  appears  on  the  reverse  to  the 
right  of  the  E in  “DIME.”  Have  you  heard  or  seen  a Barber  dime  like  that? 

A.  It  is  most  likely  a strong  die  clash  or  some  sort  of  brockage.  Die  clashes  occur 
when  the  dies  come  together  without  a planchet  in  the  coin  chamber  causing  the 
reverse  and  obverse  dies  to  make  impressions  on  each  other.  A brockage  occurs  when 
a coin  that  is  just  struck  isn’t  ejected,  but  instead  remains  in  the  coining  chamber  when 
the  next  planchet  enters,  thereby  creating  an  impression  from  the  actual  die  on  one 
side  and  one  on  the  other  from  the  coin  that  failed  to  be  released.  It’s  impossible  to  tell 
exactly  what  caused  the  impression  on  your  coins  without  examination  by  a specialist. 
Coin  World  has  such  a service  called  Collectors’  Clearinghouse. 


Q.  I have  an  1895'S  dime  that  looks  like  a double  s.  Is  there  such  a variety? 

A.  In  “Walter  Breen’s  Complete  Encyclopaedia  of  U.S.  & Colonial  Coins”  the  author 
identifies  two  double  s varieties.  One  (#3494)  has  a normal  date  and  double  s;  the 
other  (#3495),  has  both  a double  95  and  s.  Sometimes  the  mintmarks  may  appear 
doubled,  but  is  actually  “ejection  doubling,”  caused  by  die  tension  during  the  process 
of  ejecting  the  die.  In  the  latter  case,  the  mintmark  appears  more  to  have  shifted  than 
been  punched  over,  as  in  the  case  of  the  double  mintmark.  1895-s  dimes  caused  this 
way  are  fairly  common  and  do  not  command  a premium. 


Q.  Will  the  Barber  Coin  Collectors  Society  include  articles  about  Liberty  Nickels 
which  were  also  made  by  Charles  Barber? 

A.  There  is  an  American  Nickel  Collectors  Association  that  publishes 
Nickel  News.  They  include  Liberty  (or  “V”)  nickels  in  their  newsletters.  The  BCCS 
may  from  time  to  time  include  information  on  “V”  nickels,  but  the  primary  focus  will 
be  on  dimes,  quarters,  and  halves  to  avoid  duplication  with  the  Nickel  Club.  For  more 
information  on  the  American  Nickel  Collectors  Association,  they  can  be  reached  at 
7360  St.  Andrews  Road,  Suite  163,  Columbia,  SC  29210.
